Would Open Trade with Russia. 

The recommendations for a solution 
of the unemployment problem, which 
will be discussed in detail at the meet- 
ing on Feb. 27, follow: 

For immediate relief— 

That the federal authorities shift 
the extension of credit from specu- 
lators to legitimate industry, especially 
the building industry. 

That federal authorities open trade 
relations with Russia, in order that 
Russia may place some of its billions 
of dollars of orders in the United 
States. 

That authorities of the city, state and 
national governments begin construc- 
tion at once on public works already 
planned and to plan new projects. 

That a committee from the Chicago 
Federation of Labor take up unemploy- 


ment with officers of the Illinois Fede r- 


ation of Labor, and that if immediate 
relief is not forthcoming, the Chicago 
Federation devise ways and means for 
relief through shorter hours of work. 
Permanent Measures. 

For permanent relief the following 
suggestions were offered: 

That the standard working day be 
permanently shortened to provide work 
for the unemployed. 

That each industry organize so as 
to be able to give permanent work to 
its werkers. 

That credit and banking facilities be 
made public utilities. 

That the labor department of the fed- 
eral government organize a comprehen- 
sive employment bureau. 

That the state labor department be 
empowered to go over the books and 
accounts of any firm shutting down 
to ascertain whether the shutdown is 
a deliberate attempt against workers, 
and that the workers’ representatives 
be present at the audits. 

For what was termed an “aggressive 
measure,” the recommendations fa- 
yored education and organization of 
workers, resistance to the open shop, 
and the support of labor journals. 

Industry Chiefs Attacked. 

e report adopted at the prelim. 
in conference of eighty-four unions 
read in part: ' 

“Never before in our history has 
the inability of private owners of in- 
dustry to manage industry and gov- 
ernment been so strikingly demon- 
strated as during and since the great 
world war. 

“Prices were driven up to heights 
undreamed of before. Labor was 4di- 
luted by sending into factories women 
and children. Men, women, and chil- 
dren were worked overtime and ma- 
chinery was speeded up to its utmost 
capacity. Factories were built and ma- 
chinery was installed as a means of de- 
frauding the government of millions of 
dollars of war taxes. Credit was in- 
flated to a point of national! disaster. 
Channels of export were closed, and 
then came the break in prices. 

Profits Called Unjust. 

“The owners of- industries could re- 
duce prices without cutting wages if 
they only lowered ‘their unjustifiable 
rate of profit. Unwilling to do this, 
they chose to sabotage industry by de- 
liberately stopping it and by holding 
manufactured goods on shelves and in 
warehouses to prevent prices from 
taking a normal downward course. 

“ Plants were shut down and millions 
of workers. were laid off. In plants 
where employés submitted to wage 
cuts there were no shutdowns. But 
where employés resented wage re 
ductions the plants were immediately

Bessarabia.

BUCHAREST, Feb. 6.—The riffraff 
of Russia is crossing the Dniester into 
Bessarabia, thence coming here and 
finally leaving Roumania, at the rate 
of 100 daily, for America. ; 

The majority come from the south- 
xm part of the Ukraine and the vicin- 
fty of Odessa, where the people have 
had no echools for centuries, and hence 
they are not only illiterate, but they 
comprise the most backward people 
of a backward country. They have 
been subject to bolshevist influences 
and many of them already show radical 
tendencies. It is the opinion of practi- 
cally every American born citizen here 


States constitutes a potential menace 
to our system of government. 


Easy to Get Passports. 

Sinmee the annexation of Bessarabia 
to Roumania the obtaining of a Rou- 
manian passport by any one from the 
Bessarabian region is simple, no cre- 
dentials of any kind being called for. 
I have met several persons who ad- 
mitted they were Ukrainians, but who 
were traveling on Roumanian  pass- 
ports. For this reason a United States 
law prohibiting Russian immigration 
would be ineffective. The same condi- 
tions prevail along the entire western 
frontier of Russia from Poland to Con- 
stantinople,

In the British 
iron and steel industry the introduc- 
tion of the eight hour day was espe- 
cially due to John Hodge, minister vf 
labor inJ1916, who in a report to the 
International Association for Labcr 
Legislation in 1912, said: 


“In South Wales mili managers 
agreed that under the eight hour veer 
there has m an increase of output 
in rolling mills of at least 20 per cent, 
but so-far as the open hearth process 
is concerned they would not place the 
output at more than 12% per cent 
greater.” 

And A. P. Walls reported as to its 
social aspects: 

“When the questfon of eight hours 
was first raised it was argued that if 
@ man got shorter hours it would only 
mean more time for drinking, but the 
effect, has been exactly the opposite. 
We have had the eight hour shift over 
twenty-one years in one district in 
the north of England and fourteen 
years in another, and the effect is mar- 
velous.- The men take an interest in 
social and economic problems, and 
are now citizens in every sense of the 
term.” 

In Belgium observations in the zine 
smelters of Engis, which went from 
two shifts to three shifts in 1893, led 
the Institut Solvay de Sociologie to re- 
port that six months after the begin- 
ning of this experiment the worker 
produced in seven and one-half hours 
of actual working time as much as he 
formerly produced in ten hours; his 
earnings.for eight hours were as much 
as under the two shift system. 


Question of Health. 


Then, of course, there is the question 
of the relation between long hours and 
ill health. Matthew Woll, president of 
the International Photo - Engravers’ 
union and a vice president of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, recently cited 
figures on the diminishment of tuber- 
culosis among cigarmakers. In 1888, 
he says, two years after the eight hour 
day went in, 51 per cent of the deaths 
among cigarmakers were due to tuber- 
culosis. Wn 1900 it was 33 per cent, and 
in 1911.21 per cent. 

-Also in 1888 the average length of 
life of a member of the Cigarmakers’ 
International unioin was thirty-one 
years.- In 1890 it was thirty-seven 
years; in 1900, forty-three years; in 
1911, fifty years. 

“ Th® organization,” says Mr. Woll, 
‘‘ which decreased daily hours of work 
and increased wages had thus increased 
the average lives of cigarmakers by 
nineteen years in a period of twenty- 
three years.”

radical thoughts. I still have in my pos- 
session more: than two dozen of these 
letters, bearing the stamp of official Ja)- 
anese censorship. Due to this censor- 
ship, my mail was frequently delayed 
anywhere from one to three months after 
its arrival in Japan. Later, and after I 
had left the country entirely, mail direct- 
ed to me in Vladivostok, coming via 
Japan, was intercepted, opened, censored, 
stamped, and held in Japan two months 
before being forwarded to Vladivostok. 

I also recall a cable which was delayed 
in transmission until a satisfactory ex- 
planation céuld be given to the wireless 
operator of-the meaning of the word 
“personnel”; this operator remarking 
that he could find “ personal,” but. not 
personnel,” 

As to the attitude of the Japanese au- 
thorities toward visitors to Japan, I 
might say also that we were constantiv 
in Yokohama 
and elsewhere, frequently being subject- 
ed to tedious delays when wishing to go 
to various places of no particular con- 
sequence.

Legislature Expected to 
Ask Some Questions. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

What does the city now intend to do 
with its $25,000,000 traction fund? 

An official announcement is lacking. 
Chester Cleveland, - special traction 
counsel, has suggested that the city 
might construct subways with it and 
lease them to the proposed transporta- 
tion district board. That was merely 
a suggestion. But a definite statement 
will probably be demanded when the 
city administration asks the legislature 
for power to create a transportation 
district. 

Mayor Thompson is expected to an- 
nounce this week whether he will mod- 
ify his bill to conform to the objections 
of Prof. Charles E. Merriam, Ald. U. 8. 
Schwartz, the Chicago Association of 
Commerce, and the City club. It is also 
anticipated that the bill will be sent to 
Springfield this week if Speaker Dahi- 
berg gets the’ house committees in 
shape so they may do business. 

Vote on Plan Feb. 22? 


Ald. L. B. Anderson, one of the city 
administration’s spokesmen, has pub- 
licly asserted “on the highest author- 
ity,” he said, that it is the intention 
to submif the mayor's plan to the vot- 
ers at the election Feb. 22. That seems 
impossible, but Anderson’s statement 
probably reflected the desire of the city 
administration. 

' The city’s traction fund is the aggre- 
gate of the city’s share of net profits— 
55 per cent—of the surface lines since 
1907, when the franchises were grant- 
ed. These ordinances provide that it 
shall be set aside as a fund with which 
to buy the lines. The courts have also 
decided that it can be used for improve- 
ment of the transportation facilities 
and the making of surveys and plans 
to improve the service. 

Can't Be Used for Corporate Purposes. 

However, the state Supreme court, 
in the case of Barsaloux vs. Chicago, 
said that “ under this ordinance clearly 
the city would have no power to divert 
this fund to general corporate pur- 
peses.”” That settles its use for current 
expenses under the ordinances. 

But the city council at its last ses- 
sion voted to cancel the ordinances. 
Whether that makes any difference in 
the trust only competent lawyers can 
answer. 

The only suggestion from a city offi- 
cial regarding disposition of the trac- 
tion fund has come from Chester 
Cleveland. He was asked why the 
mayor's plan provided that the traction 
trustees should have the unlimited 
power to lease without any referendum 
of the voters. It was in reply to that 
question that he’ suggested that the 
city might take the traction fund, con- 
struct subways, and lease them to the 
transportation district. 

One example of a disastrous lease by 
the city is found in the site on which 
the Rookery building stands. When it 
was leased it was tax free. Since then 
the courts have decided that the city 
must pay taxes on that land. The re- 
sult is that the city does not get 
enough rental to pay taxes on this par- 
cel of real estate, and so each four 
years the city asks an inequitable re- 
duction in its taxes on the prdéperty 30 
that the rent will pay the assessment. 

Last year the city declined to accept 
its 55 per cent of traction profits be- 
cause its lawyers alleged that would be 
prejudicial to the city in its fight 
against the street car companies. An- 
other payment, for 1920, is due next 
month, and presumably the city will 
decline it. But before the city inaugu- 


rated the policy of refusal a large fun4 
had been collected. It is almost certain 
that members of the general assembly 
will ask what is to be done with that 
sum.
